Washington, Dec. 15,— Portions of 
tho wreck of the battleship Maine, 
now being cleared of mud and debris 
in Havana Harbor, are to be donat­ 
ed lo Hties, patriotic societies and the 
survivors of heirs of survivors of the 
Maine, under a plan presented to the 
bouse today in the urgent deficiency 
bill. 
A al bonzes \ pproprlatfoit. 
I he entire bill carries $2,270,000. It 
authorizes an additional appropria­ 
tion of $250,000 for raising the Maine 
making a total appropriation of $900,- 
000 for that purpose. 
The bill would authorize the secre­ 
tary of War "to give some portion of 
the wreck to the republic of Cuba, 
for incorporation in a public monu­ 
ment to be erected 
in 
Havana. 
It 
would also authorise the secretaries 
ot W ar and Navy to donate pieces of 
the battleship to “any municipality 
of the { nited States or to any mili­ 
tary or naval association, or society 
in the t nited States or to the form­ 
er officers and crew of the Maine or 
their heirs or representatives.” 
I he conditions upon which these 
grants would be made are that the 
parts can be recovered and removed

lead. They reason that nature served 
them as both father and 
mother, 
that nature is pitiless, unsympathetic, 
cruel. 
Thus faith in a god of nature and 
chance takes the place of faith in the 
God of the Bible, who dwells in heaven 
and whose intelligence and power ex 
tend throughout the Universe, iii thou­ 
sands of ways of which we are ouly 
learning—through electricity, radio ac­ 
tivity. etc., besides angelic messengers 
that can come aud go like the wind 
(Hebrews I. 7.

I hese are to m ore from place to 
place and give instruction in house­ 
keeping to the daughters of laborers, 
craftsm en and farming people. 
The 
plan of instruction comprises cook­ 
ing, baking, conserving and putting 
up fruit, vegetables, and other food 
articles, dairying, feeding and car* 
taking of farm animals, poultry oui 
ture, raising of fruit and vegetables, 
sewing, 
repairing and cleaning of 
sanitation of the home, nutrition and 
health. 
The course of instruction will take 
about eight weeks. 
Schools of this 
sort have been in existence in the 
Rhenish province and in some of the 
other German states and have been 
of great benefit. 
It is intended even­ 
tually to provide such an itinerating 
school for every county in Prussia.—

committee on Indian Affairs had an 


interesting 
hearing 
today 
on 
the 


’C arter bill for the sale of the sur­ 


face lands. Representative C arter and 


Ham pton Pucker, who was a former 


mining trustee of the Indians, were 


the two chief witnesses. Mr. C arter 


in a statem ent in which he sum m ar­ 


izes his testimony before the com­ 


mittee this morning, 
pays 
his 
re­ 


spects to the Choctaw Indian Coun­ 


cil and officials. Mr. C arter’s state­ 
ment follows: 
“Ever since this committee has met 
for the consideration of this bill you 
have had before 
you 
these 
tribal 
chiefs, delegates and attorneys, vig­ 
orously protesting against the pas 
sage of this bill for’ the sale of the 
surface. With all due deference to 
these so called tribal officials, I must 
except to their statem ent that they 
represent any Indians in Oklahoma. 
•Let us analyze the source of their 
power and we will see that it does 
not come from the people, but that 
they are, every one of them, a direct 
creation of the Interior Department. 
The chief of the Choctaws was not 
elected by the Choctaw people. He 
was appointed by the president upon 
the recommendation of the Secretary 
of the Interior and not a single Choc­ 
taw citizen had any more 
to 
say 
about his ascendancy to the chieft- 
ancy than a Hottentot in Africa has 
to say who shall be the Czar of Rus­ 
sia. 
“The tribal delegates and attorneys 
were appointed by the chief, 
who, 
bear in mind, were appointed practi­ 
cally by the secretary of the in­ 
terior. 
rhe tribal council 
is composed, 
as the chiel has told you, of twentv 
members of the Lower House and 
twelve members in the senate, a num ­ 
ber of whom were elected by the peo­ 
ple in 1904, and all the others ap­ 
pointed by the chief, and the chief a 
creation of the Interior Department. 
But it m atters not 
whether 
these 
members were elected or appointed, 
they are creations of the Interior de­ 
partment 
just 
the 
same, 
because 
those members elected In 1904 were 
elected for two years only and their 
term s expired long before the separ­ 
ation of the surface from the segre­ 
gated mineral land wras a 
Question. 
I heir term s of office were continued 
by the act of March 3, 1906, and April 
-t>, 1906, passed by congress upon the 
recommendation of the secretary of 
the interior, so they are still crea­ 
tions of the interior department and 
not representatives of the people, for 
they were appointed to these offices 
by these two acts named and not 
elected by the Choctaw people. 
“So, as the tribal council stands 
there is not a member who was elect­ 
ed to the same for the term which he 
now serves. So you have objections to 
this bill by 
Indians? 
Representing 
who 
Nobody on God’s green earth 
but themselves and the Interior De­ 
partm ent, yet 
the 
Interior Depart­ 
ment. has itself approved of this bill 
which they are now fighting.
